thinks, freight handlers, were crazy 
with fear, aud threatened llotchkiss 
and his friends if they were interfered 
with. 
Mr. Ilotchlciss's story of tlie thrilling 


experience of himself and friends, as 
related by himself is as follows: 


''Wyre, Walters aud myself occupied 


stateroom No. 2ti on the saloon deck 
Our friends, Archie M. Louden .and J. 
F. Webb, were in room 30, some dis- 
tance away. I do not know how it was 
we happened to wake when we did, 
but we all distinctly heard somebody 
say as he hurried by our room: "The 
boat Is on lire.' Even then we did not 
realise the seriousness of the situation, 
but when ou opening the stateroom 
door we found the saloon full of deiisu 
smoke we hustled into our clothes iu 
short order. 


"As we left the stateroom we saw 


the (latin's bursting through the carpet- 
ed stairs of the ci/mpaniouway. We 
1:111 aft as fast as we could. The after 
hurricane deck was crowded with wo- 
men who were Jighlmg for a ch-ar way 
to the rail. All were shrieking and 
crying for lulp. Nobody paid any at- 
tention to them. The two boats uii the 
purl side had been gotten over the side 
by a lot of men in blue Jumpers— 
f i eight handlers. I think and a few 
deck hands. Ilolh boats were swamp- 
ed before they tl.rew off from 
the 


steamer. 


•'Some women had got into the lirst 


boat, which was JIM pushing on", when 
three men—one colored man and t\\o 
w h i t e men—rushed to the side. \Ve 
guessed what they weie about to do 
and tried to hold them back, but It 
was no use. They jumped from the 
hmricane deck fully twenty feet upon 
the heads of those poor people iu the 
bout. The boat was swamped and the 
people left struggling in the water, lor 
the steamer was forging ahead for the 
beach all the lime 


"The second boat, which was full of 


men, went down stern lirst as she was 
being lowered, and all the men were 
dumped out. 1 saw a number of men 
and women jump overboard before 
eiih-T of tbe 
Ixoats were lowered. 


These were panic stricken, anil did not 
Know what they were doing. 1 saw at 
h Usi 1wo dozen people struggling in 
the water before we left 
the stern. 


They were far behind us, for we were 
going full steam ahead. 


"The tire was very hot on tbe after 


deck. There was a lot of ammunition 
on beard from the Union Metallic Cart- 
ridge Company, of Bridgeport, and this 
kept popping iiicesantly, increasing the 
confusion. The screams of the women 
mingling with this fusillade furnished 
a combination to try one's nerves. I 
heard no orders given by anybody. 
There was nobody to direct tlie crew, 
which pushed and hustled the women 
nnd trampled them under foot. 


"We then dashed through the smoke 


along the hurricane deck and passed 
down n round the pilot house to the 
1 aloon deck. The captain was in the 
pilot hons-e rushing the steamer to the 
beach, and in this part of the boat the 
beat was not so great, as the wind 
blew the'flames away from n$. 


"In ihe bow we found a number of 


passengers huddled jill £n partial uu- 
clross. Among-thenAvas a man named 
iUather with his wife and four chil- 
dren, one of them a baby In arms, prob- 
ably not more than six months old. 
Mr. Mather was terribly excited, and 
seizing the baby from its nurse, at- 
iempted to jump overboard with it. 
Ui.s wife, however, whose coolness I 
-annot sufficiently praise, prevented 
i it't and calmed him several times. 
That woman had great grit. Well, 
some of the men finally succeeded in 
iowvrinig a life raft and a small boat 
i hat stood in the bows, and 1, cutting 
f»ie halliards that held the pennant, 
lovpred the woman and children, who 
were all very joung, the eldest not be- 
ing mbre than ten years old, were 
afraid to go and clung to the anchor 
chains as T let them over.

They were 
imprisoned and wouldn't get out. It

It Can be Made From a Cigar Box 


and Some Tin. 


A camera can be made by any fairly 


deft amateur with the following ma- 
terials: A cigar box, piece of tin an 
Inch square, 12 small nails, some glue, 
and a narrow strip of tin an inch long. 
Make of one side of tlie cigar box a 
little box two and a half inches square, 
with one end left open. 
Blacken the 


inside with ink. Cut a hole one-fourth 
of an inch across in the end of the box 
opposite the open side. Bevel the out- 
«ide edges of this hole. 
Drill a hole 


the size of a pin point in the centre 
of an inch square piece of tin and glue 
it inside the box over the hole in the 
wood the hole in the tin malting a lens. 
Make a plate holder by gluing Into tlie 
four comers of the box. four thin pieces 
of wood, each two inches long, the end 
of each resting on the end of the box 
where the lens has been placed. Make 
the lid to the camera of two thick- 
nesses of cigar box wood, blacken it 
on tbe inside, and on the centre of the 
inner side fasten a strip of tin an inch 
long. Mjry narrow and bent in a semi- 
clnJe. with the centre fastened to the 
lid. This tin strip, when the lid is put 
on, will hold the plate in place.

Even up to 
tliis <lny the legend of the return of 
King Sebastian is believed by many, 
and on stormy nights credulous Por- 
tuguese citizens will wrap their cloaks 
about them and go outside and watch 
the httirni, thinking that the King may 
appear in a cloud of tire and again rule 
over the people.

The Game of Sentences. 


The gamo of "Composing Sentences" 


is one which lifts the advantage of 
making people think quickly, aud will 
quickly show which player has the 
most active mind. The idea is to deal 
out a dozen cards, each having some 
letters of the alphabet ou it, to the 
players—such cards as 
nre. used iu 


word Dailies, or they may be made, for 
the purpose. 


All begin by turning over a letter at 


the same time. As soon as the letters 
nre soon the sentence lias to be devised, 
usinar thorn all as the initial letters. 
The lirst to make a grammatical sen- 
tence of them is given a point on the 
score rard: then new letters are turned 
up and sentences are made until one of 
the players lias won 10 points. 


Of course, it is necessary to have a 


larsre quantity of cards, so that when 
dealt out there will be a variety of let- 
ters. The game becomes lively as per-" 
sonal sentences suggest 
themselves, 


nnd it affords good practice in the for- 
mation of grammatical sentences. 


A Moving Mountain. 


There is a mountain of dark brown 


l.a>;ilt on the Columbia River nearly 
2.000 feet in height and stretching 
along the stream for six or eight miles. 
When the white settlers first came into 
the country, the Indians told them that 
this mountain was traveling^ that some 
d:iy it would more across the Columbia' 
and lorni ft lake that would reach from 
the Cascades to the Dalles. What the 
Indian said has been found true in 
yome respects.

motion. Its movement is forward and 
dow nward. The railroad builders who 
construct their line along the base 
found tlie track continually forced out 
of place. In some places the movement 
has amounted to eight or ten feet ui( 
n few years. Geologists say this is be-' 
cause tht mountain rests on soft sand- 
stone, which is steadily being was'ie 1 
away by the current of the big river. 


How Amber Is Made. 


Amber is the product of a gum from 


a cone-bearing tree. Thus it is closely 
allied to resin, but by one of nature's 
wonderful processes the soft gum for- 
mation has been transformed to a com- 
position'that is durable, capable of 
withstanding 
heat and brittle like- 


glass. 
Much of the world's amber Is 


mined in Prussia, near the Baltic Sea. 
There imbedded In blue clay are found 
the wrecks of ancient trees and'a great 
deposit of amber. Much of it contains 
insects in a fine state of preservation. 
Over 2,000 varieties.of these lusetts 
have been found preserved in amber. A 
large proportion of them are entirely 
unknown to-day. /iPart of the amber 
is found under the sea. And all of it 
suggests a mystery of prehistoric life 
and vcffetation.
